Promoting Your Stamp Club

As I was getting ready to go to a recent stamp club 
meeting, I thought back to how much I looked forward 
to “Show and Tell” as a kid. It was definitely the high¬ 
light of my school week! 

Fifty years later, I still enjoy telling people about 
interesting things that they might not know about or 
haven’t seen — especially stamps! 

We as stamp collectors have dozens (if not thou¬ 
sands!) of interesting items in our collections. If we 
belong to a stamp club we get to share these with other 
collectors on a regular basis. But what about sharing 
with non-collectors? There are millions of them out 
there. They could be a relative, a friend, someone at 
work, the kid next door, or even the clerk at the post 
office. 

Too often we let the opportunity to promote the 
hobby — and our stamp club — slip by because we 
don’t know what to say or do. 

Actually, it’s pretty simple. Seven words are all 
you need; “Would you like to see something interest¬ 
ing?” Of course, they are going to say, “Yes.” 

Have one or two stamps in your wallet or purse 
that a non-collector might enjoy seeing. Perhaps a 
scratch and sniff stamp, or one that’s embroidered; 3-D 
stamps are also a good choice for non-collectors. Put 
them in a clear acetate envelope rather than a glassine 
envelope so that they can be seen clearly. 

As you offer the envelope say, “As a stamp collec¬ 
tor, I thought these were quite unusual.” Then let the 
conversation begin. You’d be surprised how receptive 
people are to seeing such unusual stamps. Often they’ll 
say something like, “Oh, I collected stamps as a child.” 
Or they’ll tell you that some member of their family 
currently collects stamps. 

At the end of the conversation hand them a busi¬ 
ness card with your club’s meeting time, date, and loca¬ 
tion on it and say, “Why don’t you stop by sometime? 
I’d love to show you some more.” 

It’s that simple. (Now substitute the word ‘coin!’) 

What a 501(c)(3) classification could 
mean for your club

Recently the Albuquerque Coin club received a 
501(c)(3) nonprofit classification from the IRS. This 
classification has been very beneficial to the club, and 


was worth all of the effort that it took to get it. It is 
something that most coin clubs could benefit from, but 
the process to obtain it is not easy. 

When you look at the 30-plus page application, the 
request for four years of financial information, and the 
$750 application fee, you will begin to see how in¬ 
volved the process is. Making this application is a deci¬ 
sion that should not be taken lightly due to the time and 
effort that will be involved. We started to look into it in 
June of 2006, and we received it one week short of a 
year later. It will take a commitment from a couple of 
club officers to complete the application and respond to 
the questions that will be coming from the IRS. 

In our case, two of our directors took on the task 
and reviewed all of our answers to questions and re¬ 
sponses to the IRS. Just a word of caution, when the 
IRS examiner requests more information, you will have 
only 10 days to get your answers back to his desk. If 
you do not respond in the 10 days, your application will 
be delayed. If your response is not received within 30 
days, your application is rejected, and you must begin a 
new one. Your application fee will not be refunded, so 
you will be required to pay it again when you restart 
the new application. 

Our receiving this classification has directly bene¬ 
fited our club with several donations, which will help 
our club for many years to come. 

• We received a donation of coins worth several 
thousand dollars to fund our YN program for years 
to come. 

• We have had several large donations of books to 
build our club lending library to over 250 books. 

• A donation of office space has allowed us to have 
a central location for our library and other club 
assets. 

• We also received a laptop computer for the YNs to 
have their programs and information on. 

All of the donations listed above came during the 
first six months of having the 501(c)(3) classification. 

Our club has had real growth during the last year 
both directly and indirectly due to this classification. 
We are presenting more educational programs at club 
meetings, we are involved in more community outreach 
programs, and more of our members are taking part in 
club activities. 

Since we have this nonprofit classification, the 
Albuquerque Public Library system is helping us to 
promote our upcoming coin show. We can only con¬ 
clude that obtaining this classification has been great 
for our coin club, and that other clubs should look into 
it. I am far from being an expert about this, but I would 
be willing to answer any questions about what our ap¬ 
plication involved.
